Unless the wage scale committee ot 


the. Amalgamated Association ot Iron, 
Steel £ Tin Workers and the represen- 
tatives ot the American Sheet & Tin- 
plate Company decide upon the rebate 
question at .a conference today It ii 
said that all' the union mills will slut 
down. The scale has been, arranged 
for the workmen for the ensuing year, 
the men agreeing to work for tie- 
present wages, which are 18 per cent 
lower than the scale agreed upon, 
oae year ago. This was agreed upon 
at a meeting o£ the committees which 
was lield in the Frick building last 
week. The members of both commit- 
tees refused to state what terms were 
made until after the meeting with the 
independent manufacturers. 
The lat- 


ter and the Amalgamated Association 
adjourned their meeting last night at 
the Hotel Lincoln, after being in sea-- 
3ion two days. 
The sale -las also- 


been fixed, but the rebate question 
is stiU.undecided. The independents 
asked for a 20 per cent, reduction Iroio. 
the 1903-1904 scale, which is 2 per 
cent, greater than tie reduction asked 
by the American Sheet & Tinplate- 
Company. The reason for asking for 
a greater reduction than the combine 
is that they are compelled to com- 
pete with the non-union mills, where- 
less wages are paid than in the union 
mills. 
After 
considerable explana- 


tion on the part of the Amalgamated 
Association officials showing that the 
difference in wages- was "more than off- 
set by. union conditions over those In 
the non-union mills, the independents 
agreed to settle on the IS per cent 
reduction, the wages for which "the 
men are now working. 


When the 1903-4 wage scale was fil- 


ed it was agreed that the workmen- 
should receive 18 per cent, 'better wag- 
es than they are getting at the pres- 
ent time. A few months ago the manu- 
facturers demanded a reduction. The 
union workers refused to grant It at 
first, but after a series oE conferences 
thej- agreed to accept it rather than 
go on a strike. At the annual conven- 
tion of the Amalgamated Association 
which was held In. Ohio last month. 
t Is said the workmen agreed to de- 
mand an increase when the wage con- 
ferences were held. The manufactur- 
eds explained to them that it was Im- 
possible -o grant the increase on ac- 
count of the existing conditions of. bus- 
iness. The workmen at the convention 
determined that they would demand 
that the rebate be abolished, and that 
no scale should be settled until this 


•as done. Within the past three weeks 


a number of conferences have been 
held by the manufacturers and. the 
representatives of the workmen, but 
no agreements have been made on ac- 
count of the rebate question. 


The manufacturers insist that the 


rebate shall not be abolished, and 
ludgiug from present conditions there 
is little chance of an agreement be ins 
reached Uxiay. 
If an agreement is 


made it will take but a few hours to 
arrange the scales for the other de- 
partments, but if at the end of today's 
meeting the -committees are ao near- 
er an agreement it is stated on good' 
authority that the mills will suspend. 


•If the co-nmittees work toward a 


settlement and if there is any possi- 
ble chance of an agreement being 
reached within the next few days 
word will be sent to the heads of the 
various districts of the union workers 
to request the men to continue work 
at the present scale for a few days.

HEW BROOD OF CANKER. 


Westmoreland Co. Threatened With 


Second Invasion. 


Westmoreland, Indiana and Arm- 


strong counties are threatened with a 
second invasion. oC canker or measur- 
ing worms this summer. Widespread 
havoc was done early In the season 
oy tho pests and scores of orchards 
were ruined -before an appeal -was 
made to the Department o£ Agricul- 
ture at Harrisburg and H. A. Surface, 
its economic zoohgist, prescribed a 
remedy. 


Mr. Surface has been keeping In 


xslose touch with the situation there 
and a few days ago received word 
that in one of the northern, tier of 
townships tha worms disappeared sud- 


ly after a thunderstorm. This was 


due to the fact that the worms were 
then full grown and when the rain 
came they fell to the ground, ready 
to transform into chrysalids or pupze. 
It is on coming out of this pupal stage 
"that the worms attack the trees. 


This Is unusually early in the year 


for the transformation of the worms 
to occur. Mr. Surface Is led to think, 
for this reason, that there will be two 
troods ot "worms this season, tie sec- 
ond one attacking the foliage an Au- 


or September. He has Issued a 


-warning of this prospect and nas cau- 
•tioned the farmers and fruit growers 
in the affected regions to be ready 
to spray their trees with arsenate or 
lead or arsenite of lime.
